MDS (Minimum Discernable Signal) and 
ERP testing on 10 GHz, 24 GHz, 47 GHz. 
and 78 GHz: To test for MDS, we set up a 
distant signal source. After everyone has a 
chance to peak up on the signal, the signal 
level is reduced one dB ata time. At the 
point when you can no longer hear it, you 
have found the MDS for your system. You 
decide how well it works, and whether you 
can hear as well as Don and Dale. 


We also check relative ERP, transmitting 
one at a time and recording the relative 
power received at the distant point using a 
spectrum analyzer.
